At Drogheda I met many ſtrange Reports of the Re- 
dels Number and Advance, and theſe Reports were 
daily ſtrengthened with falſe Intelligence by ſome that 
were employed in the Service, being in Truth no other 
than Rebels in their Hearts and Affections, as after- 
ward plataly appeared by their flying from our Party, 
and ſiding with the Rebels: Others that were new come, 
and Strangers in theſe Parts, though truſty, could make 
ro full Diſcovery of the Rebels Strength, Approach or 
Intention. Twice upon Intelligence, I fent and went 
forth with a convenient Party to fall on a Quarter of 
the Rebels, but ſound myſelf deluded ; and to have 
2ft the Town with the whole Forces (as! conceive was 
tue Aim of my Intelligencers) had been in a fort to put 
it into the Rebels Hands, the malignant Party being 
ſtrong and powerful in it, and diſcovering themſelves 
and their il} Intentions daily more and more ; which 
when I had advertiſed to Dublin, the Lords Juſtices 
appointed Six Hundred new levied Men to come from 
thence, who ſetting forth about the ſame Tume when 
the Northern Rebels drew neat unto Drogheda, through 
ſome Miſcarriage on the Way, though they had ſeaſon- 
able Notice to prevent it, yet were they met with by 


This Diſaſter befalling us, the Rebels believed them- 
ſelves Maſters df the whole Country, and our Boſom 
Enemies did no longer diſguiſe themſelves, for the whole 
Pale that ſeemed to waver, and in a fort to deteſt the 
Rebellion, declared for them, and immediately joined 
with the Northern Rebels; where upon enſued 
Siege of Drogheda, which had not continued 
when I viewing the Proviſion of Victual and the Grain 
within the Walls, I eaſily obſerved that in a ſhort Time

Woman that lived without the Walls, who told me, 
that Part of the dib Army, at leaft three Thouſand, 


were marching toward me, a Thing I little credi ed, 


becauſe I had fent forth Scouts and a Lieutenant cf 


Foot with thirty Muſketeers to poſteſs a Ground of 
Advantage be ſore me. But I was lirtle farther ad- 
vanced when the Scouts returned full of Fear, and the 
Lieutenant with his Muſketcers in gre: Amazcmert, 
blowing, ſweating, and imprudently, before he came 


cloſe uato me, declared in the Audience of all the 


Soldiers, that there were at leaſt four Thouſand of the 
Enemy hard at Hand, and that we were in Danger to 
he ercloſed of them coming feveral Ways. Nothing 
* is more dangerous than Reports of this Nature, in 
* the Herring of the Soldiers, which of what Con- 
dition ſoever, ſhould always be privately delivered 
* to the Commander.” And thus far I did experi- 
ment it at this Time, that the Licutenant's timoruus 
Report drove ſome, both Horſe and Foot, to forſake 
me, and ſeck tiieir Safety within the Walls, and had 
almoſt wrought a general Terror. But I told them, 
conſidering the Ground, we were ſtrong enough co 
oppoſe ten Thoufand ; and that they ought rot to be 


diimayed, for the Lieutenant ſurpriſed with Fear, had 


augmented the Eremics Number, and blinded him iv 
much, that he could rot diſtinguiſh between, the Enc- 
my ard our own Forces, thoſe being no other than 
our own whom he faw coming behind us another Way, 
and were appointed by me to be our Seconds.

four only hurt, and two Horſes ſhot in hes Service ; for 
God 5 for us, and from. this Time forth ſo dis- 
Pres en the Rebels, that afrerwards they never ſtood be- 

ore us. 

On St. Thamas's Eve, at one of the Clock at Night, 
| the Rebels came to affault the Town, and fell on with 
| a great Shout; but we were prepared for them, and 
gare them ſuch Entertainment as belonged to unwel- 
come Gueſts, whereby they loſt many, and toward the 
Ixlorniug withdrew to their Quartets.

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me of the proſperous Succeſs of the Lord Mr, who 
with the other Officers behaved themſelves wirh ſuch Va- 
lour and Courage, that they forced the Rebels from a 
Place of Advantage which they had betaken themſelves 
unto, and killed four Hundred upon the Place, with 
teven'Captains, and Art Ros Mac Mabon taken Priſoner, 
whoſe Head was valued in the Proclamation to the Ta- 
ker or Bringer in of him, at four Hundred Pound;

were flain or takea by us without Note or Recompence. 
I finding the Work done without Need of my Aſſiſt- 
ance, turned myſelf with the Party that I led, — 
thols Rebels . ſhewed themſelves embodied at a Diſt- 
ance, but I found they had no Mind to engage; where 

upon I burned Newtown and other of their Lodgings, 
and fo returned into the Town. 
The Evening after this Day's glorious Work wherein

the Rebels abandoned their Hcad Quarter at Beth, 
and the Villages adjoining uato it, and marched ſe- 
ereih away to Dundalk, whereof I had ſpeedy Notice,
